IMPORTANT NOTES ABOUT FELTING W( 



Felting wool is a pure natu- 
ral product. Because of this 
the characteristics and the 
felting ability might devi- 
ate. There are several rea- 
sons for this: 

1) Product-related rea- 
sons 

Between large contingents of 
raw wool - the base mate- 
rial for production - there can 
be some discrepancy in the 
quality. These discrepancies 
influence directly the felting 
behavior of the end product. 
Also, the intensity of the re- 
spective color can impact 
the shrinking-characteristics 
during felting. Light colors 
tend to shrink more than dark 
colors. 

Finally certain effects also 
influence the felting charac- 
teristics. For the production 
of certain effects fi.e. heather) 
the wool needs to be dyed 
before spinning. For other 
effects pressure is applied 
to the already spun thread; 
through this the density and 
the volume of the yarn (thin- 
ner/thicker) changes which is 
reflected directly in the felting 
behavior. 

2) Washing-related rea- 
sons 

During washing in the ma- 
chine numerous factors af- 
fect the knitted piece and 
can influence the felting be- 
havior. Aside from the model, 
the washing powder and the 
temperature are crucial. 

3) Different kinds of knit- 
ting 

Everybody knits differently 
and so all the knitted pieces 
have a different mesh struc- 




ture. Loosely knitted [ 
shrink more during 
ing than more tightly \< 
pieces. This is why sta 
standardized tables can o 
offer averages and 
marks while in reality due to^ 
the above mentioned ele-" 
ments the results can ( 
ated from them. 

Due to all these mentk _ 
factors, it is necessary C 
make a swatch and meaf 
sure it before felting, then let 
the swatch in the washing 
machine. Wash at 40“ ^ 
(104® F) at normal program 
with spin cycle - do not; 
choose energy or short wash} 
program. Wash with 2 color- 
fast towels and a pair of han^ 
towels to fill the machine, but > 
not quite full, for agitation.; If 
desired, add 1 to 2 tenniaj 
balls to achieve a better rol^ 
ing effect. The more friction 
and combination of 
water the quicker and betti 
the felting process.

into first ch to form a ring. Rnd 
1_L * ch 3, 1 sc into -ring, rep 
from * twice more, end ch 3, si 
St to first ch. Rnd 2: ch 1 , * [1 
sc, 4 dc, 1 sc] into each 3ch 
arch, si st to first ch. Rnd 3: 
ch 2, * working behind petal of 
prev rnd, 1 sc, ch 5 in sp be- 
tween center 2 dc of prev rnd 
and into 3ch arch of rnd 1 ; rep 
from * 3 times. Rnd 4: work 
[1 sc, 8 dc, 1 sc] into each ch 
arch of prev rnd.
